Education  of 
Youth  Finest 
of  Fine  Arts 

Opportunity  of  National  Education  As¬ 
sociation  Greater  Than  Realized, 
President  Adair  Declares  in  Address 
Here. — Dean  Gray  Speaks  on  Read¬ 
ing. 

“I*  believe  that  tho  education  of 
youth  is  tho  finest  of  tlio  fino  arts 
and  that  my  task  as  interpreter  of  life 
to  youth  is  a  great  trust  placed  on  me. 

I  believe  in  *the'  power  of  example.  •  I 
believe  in  co-operation  with  nil  human¬ 
izing  agencies  nnd  perseverance  nnd 
faith  in  tho  filial  outcome  of  education 
am]  of  life.” 

Those  were  tho  closing  words  of  Miss 
Cornelia  S.  Adair,  president  of  tho 
National  Education  Association,  in  her 
address  before  tho  members  of  the , 
Northwest  Missouri  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  last  Friday  morning  at  tlio  State 
Teachers  College. 

“The  opportunity  for  service  yet'bo- 
forc  our  Association  is  larger  than  you 
and  I  even  dream,”  she  told  Missouri 
toaehors. 

Alisa  Adair  talked  on  “Our  Nation¬ 
al  Education  Association.” 

“Perhaps  the  greatest  service  of  nil 
that  our  National  Education  Associa¬ 
tion  is  rendering  is  helping  local  and 
state  associations  in  developing  within 
us  teachers  a  finer  professional  spirit 
— a  largor  vision  .of  tho  place  of  edu¬ 
cation  in  tho  social,  civic,  and.  econ¬ 
omic  life  of  our  communities.  It  chal¬ 
lenges  us  to  further  professional  study 
in  order  to  fit  ourselves  better  for  our 
daily  tasks,  tp  painstaking  experimen¬ 
tation  that  wo  may  improve  our  meth¬ 
ods  of  touching  to  scientific  study  of 
child  life — that  wo  may  bettor  iindor-. 
stand  the  abilities,  interests,  ambi¬ 
tions,  nnd  accomplishments  of  cacli  in¬ 
dividual  pupil.  Our  National  Educa¬ 
tion  Association  challenges  us  to  livo 
lifiT  on  a  high  plane — to  livo  it  abun¬ 
dantly  in  order  that  we  may  interpret

Education  Put 
on  Platter  in 
U.S.,Says  Allen 

Wo  Nibblo  On  It  At  Will  Former  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Kansas  Tolls  Visiting  Teach¬ 
ers  In  Forceful  Address — Tells  of 
World  Tour. 


“Here  in  tlio  United  States  we  put  j 
education  on  a  platter  for  students  to  1 
nibble  at  at  will,”  Henry  J.  Allen,  | 
former  governor  of  Kansas,  told  the 
visiting  teachers  last  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing  in  one  of  the  outstanding  address¬ 
es  heard  during  tlio  Convention. 

“Wo  linvo  the  idea  that  our  coun¬ 
try  is  the  richest  and  greatest  and  be¬ 
cause  wo  spend  the  most  money  for 
education,  believe  wc  arc  tlio  best  ed¬ 
ucated,”  continued  Mr.  Allen.  “In 
Japan  they  are  educated  if  they  claim 
to  be  because  of  tho  highly  selective 
system  there.  I11  thoroughness,  edu¬ 
cation  in  Asia  far  excels  anything  that 
we  have.” 

I11  his  tour  nround  tho  world  last 
year  as  instructor  of  journalism  on  the 
Floating  University,  Mr.  Allen  discov¬ 
ered  that  all  the  way  round  there  are 
people  who  do  not  hold  us  in  the  samo 
esteem  in  which  wo  hold  ourselves.  He 
found  other  nations  convinced  that 
the  United  States  is  imperialistic,,  or 
fast  becoming  so. 

In  Japan,  in  Chinn,  in  Singapore,  in 
India,  in  Egypt,  Italy,  France  and 
many  other  countries,  Mr.  Allen,  a 
member  of  the  “floating  university  ”  ( 
which  circled  ithc  world,  heard  the 
charge  frequently. 

“Peaceful  Penetration” 

The  speaker  virtually  admitted  tliati 
tlio  “peaceful  penetration ”  of  Ameri¬ 
can  business  almost  inevitably  will  bo 
“followed  by  the  flag,”  which  con¬ 
stitutes  imperialism. 

In  Mussolini  of  Italy,  Mr.  Allen  said, 
the  present  generation  may  “livo  to 
see  another  Caesar  or  a  Bonaparte.” 

He  retraced  tho  ronto  taken  by  the 
“floating  university,”  to  Hawaii,  the 
Philippines,  tlio  Orient  and  thence  to 
Europe. 

He  contrasted  education  in  Japan 
with  that  in  the  United  States,  declar¬ 
ing  thnt  tho  “superficial  and  shallow” 
knowledge  possessed  by  bis  students 
011  tho  Ryiidam  niado  a  sorry  show¬ 
ing  against  the  thoroughness  of  tho 
Japanese  sclcctivo  system. 

“In  Japan,’  ho  explained,  “not  0110 
in  fifty  is  educated,  but  that  one  is 
EDUCATED.” 

Tho  American  mind,  however,  ho 
said  ho  believed  to  bo  the  “quickest, 
keenest,  strongest  mind  anywhere.” 

’  Too  Busy  to  Bother. 

Ho  described  education  in  tlio  Unit¬ 
ed  Stales  as  being  “presented  to  ev¬ 
eryone  on  n  golden  platter,”  nnd  tlio 
public  nttitiido  as,  “Go  abend  nnd 
educate  us,  but  don’t  bother  us  about 
it.  Wo’ro  busy.” 

Likewise  in  religion,  “Hero’s  tlio 
eliurch.  Put  us  in  heaven,  but  don’t 
bother  us.” 

Ho  nlso  contrasted  tlio  Asiatic  homo 
life  with  tlio  lack  of  it  in  Amoricn.  * 

All  Jnpnncso  students  speak  Eng¬ 
lish;  it  is  n  required  subject,  Mr.  Al¬ 
len  said.

“Dad”  Bowles  Baptist  Eleven  Tally 

Two  Safeties  and  Two  Touchdowns 

In  Homecoming  Game  Last  Friday. 

Before  a  homecoming  crowd  of  al¬ 
most  2000  people  last  Friday  afternoon 
the  1927  Bearcats  bowed  to  the  super¬ 
ior  grid  prowess  of  tlio  William  Jewell 
Cardinals  and  let  “Dad  ”  Bowles  car¬ 
ry  an  18  to  0  victory  back  to  the  Bap¬ 
tist  campus.  That  the  visitors  lind  a 
better  team  couldn’t  bo  denied,  al¬ 
though  some  of  tho  breaks  of  the  game 
seemed  against  the  Bearcats. 

Figures  on  the  game  showed  that 
tbe  two  teams  made  the  same  number 
of  first  downs  and  that  tho  Bearcats  out- 
gained  tho  Cards  97  to  49  yards  from 
forward  pass  formation.  But  tlic  visit¬ 
ors  gained  179  yards  from  scrimmage 
to  Maryville’s  83. 

Forward  passes  laid  the  foundation 
for  both  of  Jewell’s  touchdowns.  A 
safety  was  made  in  tho  first  quarter 
following  a  fumble  and  another  safety 
in  tho  second  when  Smith  stepped  back 
too  far  as  lie  was  punting  close  to  his 
own  goal  lino.  In  the  second  quarter 
a  pass  Walker  to  F.  Petty  put  the  ball 
on  Maryville’s  16-yard  line,  and  line 
plunges  brought  it  to  the  2-yard  line 
where  Walker  carried  it  over  and  kick¬ 
ed  goal.  In  the  final  quarter  an  inter¬ 
cepted  Bearcat  pass,  a  cardinal  pass  for 
18  yards  and  line  plays  sent  Dumphy 
over  for  the  second  touchdown  and 
Walker  kicked  goal. 

The  half  whistle  ended  a  Bearcat 
rally  with  them  in  possession  of  the 
ball  on  the  Jewell  30-yard  line  after 
two  passes,  Smith  to  Masters,  and 
Smith  to  Hedges  had  put  the  ball  on 
Jewell’s  25-yard  lino  only  to  be  lost 
on  downs. 

In  the  third  quarter  the  Bearcnts  re¬ 
covered  a  fumble  on  their  39-ynrd  line 
Willoughby  made  a  20-yard  run,  then 
a  pass  for  12  yards  nnd  10-ynrd  Jewell 
penalty  ended  with  Maryville  trying 
three  passes  but  losing  the  ball  on 
downs. 

The  Bearcats  played  hard,  but  are 
green  and  lack  playing  polish.  Two 
weeks  of  hard  practice  should  show 
much  improvements  by  the  next  home 
game  with  Springfield,  October  2S.

J.  FESTUS  WADE— AND  SUCCESS 

When  n  man  achieves  success  in  a 
chosen  field  there  arc  always  many 
people  ready  to  toll  you  how  lucky  ho 
was,  what  a  “drag”  lie  had  with  influ¬ 
ential  persons,  and  how  easy  it  is  to 
succeed  under  such  fortunate  circum¬ 
stances. 

Usually  these  people  know  little  of 
tho  real  contributing  causes  of  the  suc¬ 
cess.  They  sec  no  deeper  than  tho  sur¬ 
face.  If  they  did  they  would  invari¬ 
ably  find  tho  real  reasons  for  success 
in  most  men. 

,T.  Festus  Wade,  self-made  man  and 
prominent  banker  of  St.  Louis,  who 
died  recently,  was  a  successful  man  in 
tho  true  sense  of  the  word.  Perhaps 
his  success  was  due  to  luck  or  “in¬ 
fluential  drags,”  but  the  Northwest 
Missourian  is  inclined  to  think  that  the 
beliefs  of  Mr.  Wade  incorporated  in 
his  “Decalogue  of  Success,”  published 
in  The  DcMolay  Voice  a  year  ago,  were 
largely  responsible  for  the  success  he 
achieved.  They  are  worthy  of  repro¬ 
duction  here: 

“Be  true  to  God  and  man,  and  be¬ 
come  affiliated  with  some  religious 
creed,  following  its  precepts  and  prin¬ 
ciples. 

“Devote  at  least  one  hour  daily  to 
some  subject  for  the  improvement  of 
your  education.  Make  a  special  study 
of  tho  technique  of  the  business  in 
which  you  are  engaged. 

Hold  Truth  Highly. 

“Becognizo  as  an  invaluable  asset 
a  high  regard  for  truth  and  voracity, 
a  supremo  contempt  for  deception.  It 
is  an  asset  easy  to  acquire  and  within 
the  reach  of  all. 

“Cultivate  an  untiring  industry. 
Never  be  afraid  you  are  carrying  more 
than  your  share  of  the  burden.  When 
you  discover  that  you  are  doing  more 
than  you  paid  for,  you  may  be  suro  you 
are  wrong;  that  you  are  valuating  your 
services  at  more  than  they  are  worth. 
Always  endeavor  to  do  more  than  is 
expected  of  you. 

“Self-rospoct  and  solf-ostoom  nro  in¬ 
dispensable  in  attaining  success.  Avoid 
egotism,  intolerance,  bigotry,  unchari¬ 
table  judgment  of  others. 

Be  Charitable. 

“Bo  charitable,  not  as  ordinarily 
understood  by  the  moro  giving  of  alms; 
but  in  the  purest,  broadest  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  word — charitablo  not  only 
in  thought  and  action,  charitablo  to 
those  who  may  not  bo  gif  tod  as  you 
are,  whose  mentality  may  not  be  ns 
strong,  whoso  physical  strength  may 
not  reach  your  standard,  whoso  purity  j. 
of  mind,  thought  and  habits  may  not 
bo  ns  perfect  ns  yours.  Charity  out  j 
only  covers  a  multitude  of  sins;  it  also 
makes  labor  light,  lifo  better;  uplifts 
us  much  those  who  givo  ns  those  who  1 
receive,  whothcr  in  tho  form  of  alms, ' 
words  or  oneouragemont,  kindly  thought  | 
or  a  helping  hand  to  your  follow-men 
in  the  hour  of  need. 

Encourage  Education. 

“Encourngo  evory  form  of  education, 
from  tho  kindergarten  to  tho  university. 
Tho  schoolhouso,  tho  college,  tho  univer- 
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her  is  320,000,  or  more  than  onc-third 
of  tho  children  in  the  stnto. 

“Again  in  many  instances  tho  col¬ 
ored  children  in  most  sections  of  the 
stnto  nro  denied  the  privilege  of  nt- 
tending  high  school,  while  ninny  liv¬ 
ing  in  tho  rurnl  sections  nro  denied 
the .  privilege  of  attending  even  an 
elementary  school.” 

Turning  to  inequalities  in  educa¬ 
tional  support,  lie  cited  those  cases: 

“Last  year  the  farmers  in  one  rurnl 
district  in  Vernon  county  paid  a  school 
tax  of  $1.15,  while  the  farmers  in  an¬ 
other  district  in  tho  same  county  paid 
only  n  5  cent  tux.  Th'e  farmers  in  ono 
rural  district  ill  Saline  county  paid  a 
75  cent  tax,  while  the  farmers  in  an¬ 
other  district-  in  the  same  county  paid 
only  a  5  cent  tax,  And  the  farmers  in 
one  rural  district  in  St.  Charles  coun¬ 
ty  paid  a  school  tax  of  $1.29,  while  the 
farmers  in  two  other  districts  in  the 
samo  codnty  were  required  to  levy  no 
school  tax  at  all. 

Teachers,  but  No  Pupils. 

“The  patrons  in  a  certain  district 
in  this  state  cannot,  by  voting  the  con¬ 
stitutional  limit,  raise  sufficient  funds 
to  maintain  a  good  school,  while  the 
adjoining  district  is  permitted  to 
•waste  its  money  by  hiring  a  teacher 
when  not  one  student  attends  the  school. 
This  has  been  done  for  the  last  three 
years.  The  teacher  goes  to  tho  build¬ 
ing  early  every  morning,  unlocks  tho 
door,  aiid  shortly  after  nine  o’clock 
goes  to  the  high  scliol  in  tho  adjoin¬ 
ing  district.  By  carrying  on  in  this 
:  manner  this  district  can  keep  up  its 
'present  organization  on  a  very  low 
tax  levy,  while  if  the  organization 
were  not  maintained  it  would  be  dis¬ 
organized  and  annexed  to  the  surround¬ 
ing  districts  nnd  the  citizens  would 
be  required  to  pay.  a  higher  tax. 

“Again,  one  district  in  Boon  coun¬ 
ty  has  an  assessed  valuation  of  $1,250 
per  child,  while  another  district  in  the 
same  county  has  more'  than  $30,000 
per  child,  while  another  district  in  the 
samo  county  has  more  than  $100,000 
per  child.  Similar  inequalities  in  ed¬ 
ucational  support,  though  -probably  not 
so  extreme,  exists  in  almost  every  coun¬ 
ty  in  tho  state. 

Levies  Differ  Widely. 

‘  ‘  Last  year  20  districts  were  requir¬ 
ed  to  levy  no  school  tax  for  any  pur¬ 
pose,  and  2, -109  did  not  have  to  levy 
as  much  as  40  cents  for  school  pur¬ 
poses.  On  the  other  hand,  3,347  had 
to  levy  the  constitutional  limit,  and 
in  most  instances  tgould  not  raise 
enough  'money  to  adequately  carry  on 
the  school.  When  it  comes  to  raising 
money  for  building  purposes,  many  of 
the  districts  are  absolutely  helpless.” 

Other  faults  in  tho  present  system 
were  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Lee  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Fifty-five  teachers  taught  last  year 
for  less  than  $200  for  tho  term,,  and 
1709,  or  practically  one-fourth  of  the 
rural  teachers,  taught  for  less  than 
$500,  which  the  superintendent  put  ns 
the  “Living  wage.’ 

One  hundred  tweny-cight  agencies 
license  teachers,  and  thcro  nro  37  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  certificates  in  force. 

Nine  thousand  separate  school  dis¬ 
tricts,  each  being  largely  responsible 
for  its  own  educational  facilities. 

Many  Not  H.  8.  Graduates. 

Two  thousand  teachers,  or  practical¬ 
ly  one-fourth  of  tho  number  teaching 
in  tho  one-room  rural  schools,  lmvo  not 
even  completed  four  years  of  high 
school  work.

Tho  fivo  cardinal  principles  in  suc¬ 
cess;  Integrity,  industry,  pationee,  tem- 
poranco  nnd  charity.” 


Four  thousand,  five  hundred  fifty- 
four  districts,  moro  than  one-half  of 
the  entiro  number,  having  an  nvorngo 
daily  attendance  of  fewer  than  20,  and 
955  having  an  average  daily  attendance 
of  fewer  than  10. 

No  state-wide  system  of  kindergar¬ 
ten  nnd  no  provisions  whatever  for 
adult  education. 

“The  citizens  of  this  state,”  tho 
superintendent  declared,  “arc  all  co¬ 
operating  when  it  comes  to  building 
highways.  Would  it  not  be  well  for 
tho  citizens  of  tho  entire  stnto  to  co¬ 
operate  in  equalizing  tho  financing  of 
education?  .  Every  district  should  be 
guaranteed  enough  money  per  child  in 
average  dnily  attendance  to  provide 
the  minimum  essentials  for  elementary 
and  high.  school  instruction.” 

Dr.  Knight  on  Misbehavior. 

“There  is  quite  a  gap  between  what 
a  person  might  have  been  nnd  what 
he  is,”  Dr.  F.  B.  Knight,  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Iowa  said  in  his  address  on 
“The  Psycholog}'  of  Misbehavior,”  at 
the  morning  session  Thursday.  “lie 
might  have  been  twice  ns  efficient  as 
he  is  now  if  those  in  charge  of  his 
bringing  up  had  been  more  skillful.” 

Dr.  Kniglit  told  the  teachers  that 
“psychology  is  tho  study  or  science 
of  an  orderly  ntteinp  to  understand 
ourselves.  Teachers  must  understand 
common  habit  systems  which  tend  to 
create  in  the  end  what  ‘arc’s’  and 
what  ‘might  have  been’.” 

Continuing,  lie  said,  “We  think  of 
life  as  a  series  of  different  problems 
to  be  solved,  such  as  earning  a, living, 
having  things  to  make  life  worth  while, 
making  friends,  nnd  getting  along 
with  ourselves.  Wc  must  have  good 
answers  tb  these  problems  to  form 
good  characters. 

“There  are  characteristically  poor 
ways  of  solving  tho  problems  of  life,” 
be  said.  “One  is  the  use  of  defeat.” 
Dr.  Knight  explained  this  as  the  run¬ 
ning  away  from  the  problems.  Some 
timid  children  ar  continually  saying 
“I  don’t  know,”  to  a  question  when 
they  arc  trying  to  evade  answering  it. 
“Don’t  allow  them  to ‘ develop  chron¬ 
ic  traits,”  ho  warned,  “it  is  suicide 
if  we  allow  ‘running  away’  to  grow.” 

The  second  poor  way  of  solving  a 
problem  which  Dr.  Knight  mentioned, 
wjia  twisted  thinking.  If  there  are 
some  aspects  of  things  which  wo  do 
not  like,  we  twist  them  around  nnd 
try  to  think  differently.  This  sor.t 
of  thing  really  builds  a  gap  between  the 
“what  he  might  have  been  nnd  what 
he  is.” 

He  explained  that  a  nervous  gesture 
is  another  form  of  misbehavior  and  a 
poor  way  of.  solving  a  problem.  When 
the  problem  appears  too  severe,  the  in¬ 
dividual  forms  a  series  of  sicknesses. 
He  gave  as  an  illustration  of  this  the 
example  of  a  child  who  has  the  stage 
fright  when  facing  a  large  audience. 
“Many  pains  are  due  to  this  fear,”  he 
said. 

Dr.  Kniglit  listed  three  other  poor 
ways  of  solving  problems.  The  first, 
he  described  as  the  maintaining  of 
our  self  respoct  at  nny  cost.  Blaming 


W.  P.  Dcnring,  president  of  the  Oak¬

“Fivo  things,”  said  Mr.  Dcnring, 
“must  bo  gotten  over  to  the  youth  of  | 
today  nnd  those  fivo  things  nro:  (1)  i 
quest  for  enlarged  personality;  (3)  , 
quest  for  human  relations;  (3)  quest  for 
achievements;  (4)  quest  for  altruism; 
and  (5)  quest  for  God.  If  tpacher* 
will  group  philosophy  around  theso  fiv* 
things,  they  will  make  lifo  have  such 
a  meaning  and  such  a  richness  that 
our  youth  will  not  cut  themselves  short 
of  life.”  I 

He  went  on  to  discuss  the  youth  prob¬ 
lem,  citing  many  instances  of  “sui¬ 
cide”  that  in  the  past  few  years  have 
taken  place  in  our  high  schools  and 
colleges.  “This,”  said  he,  “is  du*  ^ 
to  a  breaking  down  of  the  high  ideals 
and  standards  of  our  youth.  Between 
what  youth  is  and  what  it  is  thers 
is  a  gulf,  that  youth  should  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  breaching.  But  this  is  up  to 
the  teachers”  said  the  speaker,  “the 
teachers  must  build  within  tho  youth 
a  value  for  life.” 

Mrs.  Fischer  Tells  of  Gardens 
“There  is  a  Kingdom  that  every 
child  should  inherit  by  divine 
right.  But  wo  have  stolen  it  away 
from  him.  We  have  gone  mad 
with  excitement  over  the  wonder¬ 
ful  new  mechanical  toys  of  our 
generation,  and  we  have  insisted 
that  our  children  share  our  mad¬ 
ness. 

“God’s  first  plan  for  getting  His 
children  close  to  the  beautiful 
elemental  things  was  to  givo  them 
a  Garden;  and  gardens  are  still 
the  only  place  in  which  He  works 
in  open  partnership  with  man.” 

Sick  of  artificialities. nnd  dizzy  with 
the  rapid  changes  of  our  marvelous 
ago,  the  modern  world  needs  tho  gar-  J 
den,  Mrs.  Ileeln  Field  Fischer,  speak- 
at  Thursday  nighti’s  session  of  tjho 
Teachers  cmivcntimi,  believes. 

“We  want  to  rest  our'  souls  with 
something  that  does  not  change,”  Mrs.1 
Fischer  said  in  her  address,  which  was 
a  favorite  ono  with,  nature  lovers.' 
“Wc  want  the  simple  flower  types  of 
the  roadside  and  of  our  mother ’s  gar- 1 
den;  the  old  fragrance  of  lilacs  and  of 
wild  grape  blossoms  in  juno;  tho  feel-  ^ 
ing.of  soft  garden  soil  in  spring.  For  j 
with  all  of  theso  blessed  elemental  | 
things  the  feeling  of  relaxation  and  i 
nerve  ease,  the  feeling  of  being  nt 
home.  j 

“In  the  garden,”  she  explained,  “we 
commune  with  the  wind  and  tho  skies,  i 


In  the  garden  wo  meet  our  friends,  tho 
birds  and  tho  shy  creatures  of  the 
fields.  Nature  makes  garden  excuses 
to  show  us  the  early  morning  skies 
nnd  she  sends  us  out  on  starlit  frosty 
nights  to  cover  up  our  little  plants. 
She  also  has  tasks  that  must  be  done  in 
tho  glorious,  glowing  heat  of  noonday, 
to  tench  ns  the  fooling  sweat  on  our 
brows.  Ill  a  Very  tiny  garden  wo  can 
experience  all  of  tbo  great  .elemental 
tragedies  of  storm,  flood,  wind  nnd 
frost.  Wo  may  hnvo  a  taste  of  the 
blessed  physical  wenrinoss  that  makes 
sleep  sweet. 

Learn  to  Be  Master, 

“But  tho  biggest,  human  lesson  that 
wo  learn  in  the  garden  is  that  of  be¬ 
ing  master  nnd  not  slave.  The  task  is 
bard  enough  that  wo  must  put  forth 
our  best  efforts  if  wo  nttnin  success 
that  will  give  us  the  thrill  of  pride.  Wc 
must  «se  our  keenest  wit  to  learn  in 
what  way  nature  would  have  us  co¬ 
operate  in  the  methods  of  cultivation 
nnd  irrigation.  Wo  must  strugglo 
early  nnd  into  against  insect  posts  nnd 
weeds.  No  sensation  in  life  is  sweet¬ 
er  than  “the  feeling  of  powbr  that 
comes  from  the  mastering  of  theso 
elemental  forces. 

“The  joy  of  subduing  the  earth  nnd 
making  it  bring  forth  fruit  nnd  beauty 
has  filled  and  satisfied  tho  lives  of 
generation  lafter  generation  in  the 
past,  and  will  still  satisfy  other  gene¬ 
rations  after  our  artificial  civiliza¬ 
tion  has  gone  to  ruin. 

“Tho  children  now  under  your  train¬ 
ing,”  Mrs.  Fischer  told  tho  teachers, 
“face  the  most  noisy,  complicated  and 
strenuous  future  in  the  history  of  hu¬ 
manity,  and  tho  only  armor  that  will 
carry  them  safely  through  is  that  of 
nerve  poise,  and  if  anything  can  give 
it  to  them,  the  garden  can.” 

Tiic  garden,  the  speaker  said,  gives 
another  power — that  of  creative  art. 

“Tho  child,”  she  said,  “who  has 
not  been  given  contact  with  nature’s 
forms  and  moods  can  never  hope  for 
original,  power.  He  can  merely  copy. 
Tf  he  has  this  dynamic  power,  however, 
there  will  linger  about  his  work  nnd 
bis  personality  something  that  we  can 


doscribo  only  by  the  word  ‘glory’.” 

Dearing  Speaks  on  Appreciation 

“Tho  youth  who  fails  to  learn  how, 
to  see  Hie  beautiful  is  doomed  to  blind* 
ness  for  life,”  Dr.  W.  P.  Dearing,  pres¬ 
ident  of  Oakland  City  College,  Oakland  | 
City,  Jnd.,  told  tho  teachers  Thursday  I 
night  in  his  address,  “Tho  Fine  Art 
of  Appreciation. 

Youth  is  nature’s  set  time  for  acquir¬ 
ing  the  fine  art  of  appreciation,  Dr. 
Dearing  said. 

He  defined  the  art  of  appreciation 
as  tho  “Ability  to  kno\v,  to  choose,  to 
evaluate,  to  appreciate  and  to  enjoy 
the  finest  and  the  best  wc  know  to  bo 
possible  for  human  lives.”  It  is  not 
a  subject  in  the  school  curriculum,  but 
a  valuable  by-product  of  the  whole 
education  process,  Dr.  Dearing  explain¬ 
ed. 

Ho  then  told  of  several  laws  and 
principles  under  which  it  operates: 


“1.  It  is  tho  fundamental  law  of 
community  building. 

“2.  It  is  the  individual  measure  of 
the  individual  lifo.  A  lifo  is  just  ns  big 
and  fine  as  its  personal  power  to  ap¬ 
preciate  nnd_  enjoy  tho  finest  nnd  best. 

“3.  It  can  be  acquired.  If  wc  associ¬ 
ate  with  the  best  nature  will  givo  ns 
u  taste  for  the  host. 

“4.  Nature  has  her  penalties.  She- 
exacts  them  without  fear  and  favor.. 
Teaching  is  giving  eyes  and  cars. 

“0.  Does  it  pay  to  maWtho  fight 
for  tho  fine  art  of  appreciation  among, 
our  young  people?”  the  spenkcr  asked. 
“Ask  the  thousands  of  boys  nnd  gifig^ 
who  hnvo  had  a  taste  of  the  best  and 
have  climbed  out  of  tlieir  narrow, 
provincial  little  worlds  to  find  them¬ 
selves  standing  in  the  midst  of  earth’# 
truth  nnd  beauty,  n  citizen  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth  of  God,”  Dr.  Dearing  ans¬ 
wered.

Are  Fundamentally  Good  and  Need  No 

Revolutionary  Change,  Illinois  Col- 

lego  President  Says  in  Address  Hero. 

“Educational  curricula  of  today  are 
fundamentally  sound,  and  no  revolu¬ 
tionary  change  is  needed,”  Livingston 
O.  Lord,  president  of  tho  Eastern  Illi¬ 
nois  State  Teachers  College,  told  North- 
West  Missouri  teachers  at  Friday 
night’s  session  of  their  convention. 

“What  slial  we  do  now1?”  This 
question  is  often  asked  in  trivial  man¬ 
ner,  but  I  have  never  heard  it  asked  in 
so  much  seriousness  ns  it  is  being  asked 
of  educators  how, ”  Dr.  Lord  sniil.  His 
address  followed  the  concert  by  the 
Northwest  Missouri  High  School  Or¬ 
chestra. 

“In  considering  this  question,  I  think 
there  are  some  ‘do  nots,’  ”  Mr.  Lord 
said.  “I  do  not  believe  in  any  revolu¬ 
tionary  things.”  He  read  a  clipping 
from  a  newspaper  which  quoted  a  pro¬ 
fessor  in  Columbia  University  ns  saying 
that  our  present  school  curricula  are 
“obsolete”  and  inadequate. 

'  Denies '  They  Are  Obsolete. 

Mr.  Lord  took  up  different  subjects 
in  present  curricula,  such  ns  English, 
history,  arithmetic,  and  geography,  and 
asserted  that  these  subjects  are  as  vital 
now  ns  they  ever  were,  and  that  tliej” 
are  by  no  means  “obsolete.” 

“We  still  need  to  teach  English,” 
ho  declared.  “Teach  boys  and  girls 
how  to  read,  write  and  pronounce  words, 
only  we  need  to  do  it  better  than  it 
has  ever  been  done  before. 

“Many  a  boy  and  girl  has  got  a  pass¬ 
ing  mark  in  physiology,  geography  and 
other  subjects,  nnd  could  hardly  speak 
the  name  of  the  subject  which  he  was 
studying.  Wo  need  to  teaeli  English  ns 
Joshua  Bilingsley  said,  “If  you  want 
a  child  to  go  a  certain  way,  you  must- 
go  that  way  yourself  once  in  a  while.” 

“We  need  to  improve  our  teaching 
of  English.  Is  there  anything  revolu¬ 
tionary  in  improvement. 

Defends  .Geography. 

In  contending  that  geography  is  not 
an  obsolete  subject,  Mr.  Lord  asked 
those  two  questions,  and  asked  if  they 
were  not  important  ones  for  everyone 
to  consider,  “Where  in  the  world  arc 
we,  and  where  under  the  sun  it  is? 

“If  we  were  in  a  hot  country,  we 
would  be  eating  bananas  instead  of 
corn  and  wheat,”  ho  said. 

Ho  asked  whether  history  is  an  obso¬ 
lete  subject.  “Docs  anyone  think  a 
boy  or  girl  should  know  nothing  of  any 
people  or  any  times  except  those  of  our 
own?  Absurilt”  ho  answered. 

“We  talk  about  teaching  character. 
We  needn’t  worry  about  character 
building  if  these  other  subjects  aro 
well  taught.  Most  of  the  problem,  not 
all  of  it,  but  most  of  it  is  solved  al¬ 
ready. 

“One  way  to  improve  our  teaching 
is  to  find  out  tho  best  way  of  doing  a

boys  nnd  girls  with  whom  we  work. 
Our  National  Educational  Association 
inspires  us  with  now  courage  because 
of  the  cooperative  effort  of  its  170,000 
members.  It  binds  the  teachers  of  tho 
nation  into  one  great  professional  or¬ 
ganization,  with  a  common  understand¬ 
ing,  common  ideals,  and  one  common 
purpose — namely  service  to  tho  chil¬ 
dren  of  America. 

“Not  only  has  the  National  Educa¬ 
tion  Association  sought  to  enlist  tho 
brightest  minds -into  tho  teaching  pro¬ 
fession,  but  it  has  also  sought  to  se¬ 
cure  increased  facilities  for  the  train¬ 
ing  of  teachers.  Today  this  is  a  most, 
urgent  problem.  We  sometimes  hear] 
it  said  that  there  is  an  ovcrsupply  of 
teachers.  In  some  sections  t here  may 
be  an  ovcrsupply.  of  mediocre  people 
who  are  willing  to  take  the  teaching 
positions,  but  there  is  not  and  nover 
has  been  an  ovcrsupply  of  highly  train- 1 
cd,  capable  teachers.  Through  its  na¬ 
tional  conventions  our  Association 
brings  together  teachers  from  every 
state  in  the  union  as  well  as  our  in¬ 
sular  possessions  nnd  offers  them  an 
opportunity  to  know  one  another  nnd 
to  discuss  their  common  problems. 
Through  its  programs  it  brings  them 
into  contact  with  the  educational  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  country.  .  Its  nine  foot  shelf 
of  volumes  of  Annual  Addresses  and 
Proceedings,  dating  back  to  1857,  is  a 
history  of  70  years  of  American  Edu¬ 
cation.  Practices,  which  today  are 
part  and  parcel  of  all  good  school  ad¬ 
ministration,  were  often  first  present¬ 
ed  at  these  annual  meetings,  discussed, 
modified,  popularized,  and  later  put 
into  practice.  Thus  the  work  of  our 
Association  goes  on  year  after  year.” 

Gray  Speaks  on  Reading. 
“Progressive  teaching  is  characterized 
at  the  present  time  by  wide  provision 
for  reading,  by  careful  guidance  in 
reading  and  study  habits,  and  by  the 
organization  of  materials  into  large, 
interesting  units,”  William  Scott  Gray, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Education,  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Chicago,  pointed  out  in  his 
address  following  Miss  Adair’s  talk. 

Dean  Gray’s  subject  was  “Levels  of 
Teaching  With  Special  Reference  to 
Reading.”  He  said  in  part:' 

“During  the  last  fifty  years  various 


efforts  have  been  made  to  improve, 
tho  quality  of  the  teaching  in  both 
elementary  and  secondary  schools. 
Some  educators  have  been  interested 
in  improving  tho  materials  of  instruc¬ 
tion;  others  in  improving  methods  of 
dingnnsing  and  providing  for  individ¬ 
ual  needs;  and  still  others  in  improv¬ 
ing  the  technique  of  teaching. 

“It  might  be  assumed  that  tho  teach¬ 
ing  in  various  classrooms  hns  improv¬ 
ed  uniformly  . along  similar  linos.  This 
is  not  the  case,  however,  owing  to  tho 
fact,  that  some  schools  liavo  plnccd 
emphasis  upon  ono  phaBO  of  instruc¬ 
tion  nnd  other  schools  upon  different 
plinscs  of  teaching.  As  a  result  there 
are  represented  in  classrooms  today 
various  levels  of  teaching.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  in  the  field  of -rending  a  sur¬ 
prisingly  largo  number  of  teachers 
still  follow  tho  traditional  program 
that  was  popular  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  century.  Four  superior 
levels  may  be  described  briefly. 

“1.  A  rich  and  varied  program  of 
activities  during  the  reading  period. 

“2.  Wide  provision  for  supplemen¬ 
tary  reading  in  nil  content  subjects. 

“3.  Careful  guidance  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  essential  reading  attitudes, 
habits  nnd  skills  in  all  school  sub¬ 
jects  requiring  rending. 

-1.  Organization  of  the  valuable 
materials  taught  into  interesting,  valu¬ 
able  units.”

•  Second — That  we  extend  a  voto  of 
thanks  to  our  officers  nnd  especially  to 
our  president,  Mr.  L.  E.  Ziegler  and 
our  secretary,  Mr.  Bert  Cooper  for  their 
untiring  efforts  in  securing  this  excel¬ 
lent  program. 

Third — That  we  extend  a  voto  of 
thanks  to  Miss  Cornclin  S.  Adair,  the 
National  Educational  Association  presi- 
dena  for  honoring  us  with  her  presenco 
nnd  for  her  inspirational,  address. 

Fourth — That  we  go  on  record  ns  fav¬ 
oring  the  enactment  of  such  legislation 
'•as  will  at  least  partially  remedy  in¬ 
equalities  in  opportunities  for  education 
in  flic  elementary  and  high  school 
I  grades.  We  favor  larger  school  units 
which  will  be  able  with  state  aid  to 
provide  adequate  elementary  and  high 
school  education  for  nil  'the  boys  and 
girls  of  the  state.  We  believe  that  tho 
only  feasible  method  to  bring  this  nbout 
is  to  set  a  minimum  standard  of  so 
many  dollars  per  year  for  each  student 
in  average  daily  attendance.  When  tho 
local  district  is  unable  to  raise  suffi¬ 
cient  funds  by  levying  the  stated  rate 
to  maintain  this  standard  the  state 
should  supply  the  difference  between 
the  amount  which  can  be  raised  and  tho 
amount  set  bo  the  standard. 

Fifth — That  we  go  on  record  as  fav¬ 
oring  a  Teachers’  Retirement  Fund. 

Sixth — That  we  favor  a  Secretary  of 
Education  in  the  President’s  Cabinet. 

Seventh — That  we  favor  a  more  uni¬ 
form  method  of  certification  for  teach¬ 
ers. 

Eighth — That  we  join  with  the  county 
superintendents  of  Northwest  Missouri 
in  their  resolution  namely:  That  we 
request  the  State  Legislature  at  its 
next  regular  session  to  take  the  neces¬ 
sary  action  for  empowering  tlie  state 
superintendent  of  public  schools  to  make 
such  regulations  and  requirements  for 
the  rural  school  teachers  of  this  state 
as  shall  bo  in  keeping  with  the  new  re¬ 
quirements  for  elementary  teachers  in 
city,  town,  and  consolidated  districts.
